That  gave  us  a head  start  immediately, 
for  we  already  knew  all  about  taking  busses,  changinq 
rooms  for  all  our  classes,  and  meeting  new  friends  from  all 
over  the  city.  Thus  we  were  a bit  more  adapted  to  the  wavs 
of  a big  school  than  most  incoming  freshmen  classes.  Of 
course,  St.  Ann's  qave  its  share  of  pupils  too.  such  as  Dick 
Coffey,  Charlie  Young,  Rosalie  Doucette,  Shirley  Peters, 
Vincint  Pizzimenti,  Kenneth  Perrin,  and  others. 

Our  entire  hiqh  school  career  has  been  influenced  by  the 
war,  for  it  was  in  December  of  our  freshman  year  that  war 
was  declared.  Remember  how  we  listened  to  President 
Roosevelts  voice  coming  over  the  public  address  system 
into  our  class  rooms  as  he  asked  congress  for  a declaration 
of  war  immediately  after  Pearl  Harbor?  Then  followed 
intensive  campaigns  for  scrap  metal,  waste  paper,  first  aid 
courses,  air  raid  drills,  etc.  Remember  the  gigantic  waste 
paper  drive  contest  that  went  on  among  the  three  floors 
of  the  building?  The  third  floor's  slogan  was  "Win  with 
W,n"  (meaning  Mr.  Parkhurst)  and  "Third  Floor  — Always 
on  Top.  The  second  floor  cried  "Stand  Up  with  Stan" 
(Mr.  Thompson)  while  the  first  floor  offered  "We  may  be 
on  the  bottom,  but  we  II  come  out  on  top"  as  their  battle 
cry.  Who  ever  did  win,  anyhow?  And  who  could  forget  the 
air  raid  drills  when  we  freshmen  got  a chance  to  explore 
the  building  more  thoroughly  as  these  practice  drills  led 
us  down  long  mysterious  corridors  where  we  sat  giggling 
and  waiting  for  the  signals.  (The  girls  even  wore  slacks, 
remember?) 

But  the  war  didn't  monopolize  all  of  our  time,  and  the 
usual  extra-curricula  activities  continued  to  thrive,  although 
we  freshmen  didn't  participate  in  very  many  of  them.  The 
Dramatics  Club  seems  to  have  had  quite  a busy  year  when 
we  were  freshmen,  for  featured  (?)  in  "The  Maid  of 
France  given  at  Christmas  were  Jack  Brown,  Paddy  Ryan, 
and  Eleanor  Whitten.  In  March,  the  club  again  saw  action, 
presenting  The  Marriage  Proposal"  (with  all  big  im- 
portant upperclassmen)  and  "The  Patchwork  Quilt"  (with 
more  big  upperclassmen,  but  with  our  own  representative — 
Eleanor  Whitten  as  Emily  in  her  little  yellow  dress.) 

The  Glee  Clubs  didn't  do  so  bad  that  year  either,  with 
their  annual  Christmas  concert  in  uniforms  and  black  gowns, 
and  a concert  plus  Trial  by  Jury,  a short  operetta,  in  the 
spring.  Freshmen  Edwin  Nikola  and  Merrill  Nearis  had  parts 
in  special  groups  in  the  spring  concert.  Other  places  where 
the  freshmen  were  heard  from  were  the  "Beacon"  where 
a few  meagre  contributions  could  be  found  by  Helen 
Connor,  Evelyn  Frye,  Andy  Pallazola,  and  Paddy  Ryan;  and 
the  band,  where  such  virtuosos  as  Kenny  Strachen,  Eddie 
Dolloff,  Kenny  Reed,  Gene  Roberts  and  Dick  Morrow  got 
a head  start  in  drilling  and  wearing  uniforms.  Of  course, 
those  of  us  who  took  foreign  languages  will  never  forget  how 
confused  we  were  when  first  introduced  to  the  mysteries  of 
conjugation  and  declension.  Remember  the  dance  club  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Savage  a-nd  Mr.  Pratt?  Although  it 
only  lasted  for  one  year,  a few  of  us  freshmen  attended  the 
meetings  that  were  held  in  the  gym.  FOOTBALL!  Now 
there  s a place  where  we  freshmen  really  were  heard  from! 
Not  on  the  field,  of  course,  but  we  certainly  made  enough 

noise  on  tne  bleachers,  for  that  was  the  memorable  year 
when  the  team  won  a majority  of  its  games. 

One  more  item  takes  our  attention  before  going  on  to 
that  advanced  realm  of  the  sophomore  and  that  is  Paddy 


Ryan.  Remember  how  he  accompanied  Miss  Harris  to  the 
Forensic  League  public  speaking  contests  and  won  second 
prize  for  humorous  speakers? 

With  a whole  year  of  high  school  experience  behind  us, 
we  could  relax  and  begin  enjoying  and  profiting  by  our 
school  days  by  the  time  we  were  sophomores.  College 
students  remember  it  mainly  as  one  big  struggle  to 'meet 
the  deadline  on  American  literature  notebooks.  However, 
many  other  things  of  importance  happened.  To  begin  with, 
our  population  had  increased  by  some  fifty  Essex  students 
who  caught  on  remarkably  well  to  the  Gloucester  way  of 
doing  things.  Bowling  took  up  a lot  of  our  spare  time  that 
year  with  such  sophomores  as  Margie  Ann  Moore,  Dot 
Dagle,  Charlotte  Alper,  Peggy  Fox,  Lois  Goldman,  Mary 
Spittle,  and  others  starring  on  the  various  teams.  Football 
flpurished  with  a fairly  good  team  and  several  sophomores 
such  as  Ronnie  Harmon,  Bill  Buckley,  Jack  Wisutskie,  Mike 
Nicolosi,  and  Rut  Del  Torchio  going  out  for  it.  The  rifle  team 
had  its  sophomore  representatives  including  Dick  Naves,  Dick 
Lumbard,  Kenny  Strachan,  Fred  Sullivan  and  Joe  Geary. 
On  the  literary  side,  we  find  a few  sophomores  making  the 
grade  on  the  Flash  staff:  Jack  Brown,  Evelyn  Frye,  Irene 
Mitchell,  Gloria  Saunders,  Catherine  Friend,  Anne  Gounaris, 
and  Lorraine  Strople,  who  wrote  the  column  "M'Lady  Dic- 
tates. The  Dramatics  club,  with  Jack  Brown  as  president, 
presented  The  Old  Lady  Shows  Her  Medals ",  which  starred 
Eleanor  Whitten  and  included  Jack  Brown  as  a minister  in 
the  supporting  cast.  Not  to  be  outdone,  the  glee  clubs 
presented  a Christmas  concert  and  a highly  successful 
full-length  operetta,  Erminie.  ' In  the  latter  production, 
Paddy  Ryan  wowed  'em  with  his  screamingly  funny  per- 
formance as  the  thief,  Cadeaux,  and  Merrill  Nearis  played 
the  distinguished  role  of  Captain  Delanney. 

We  find  we've  overlooked  the  Deliberators,  that  pint- 
sized  debating  club,  with  Jack  Brown  as  President.  Inci- 
dentally, that  Brown's  been  doing  all  right  for  himself.  Now 
for  Presentation  Day  with  its  prizes,  medals,  and  all-important 
promotions  to  sergeant's  rank.  Elizabeth  Enos  and  Harold 
Maddix  received  Sawyer  medals  and  book  prizes  went  to 
Dick  Coffey,  Betsy  Morris,  Clarie  Anderson  and  Evelyn 
Frye,  and  the  following  cadets  were  immortalized  with  the 
addition  of  those  three  beautiful  stripes:  John  E.  Brown, 
Dick  Coffey,  Jim  Dion,  Ralph  Wilson,  Rosario  Piraino,  Joe 
Geary,  Dick  Naves  and  Bill  Buckley. 

As  soon  as  we  became  juniors,  we  really  got  a taste  of 
running  things  (in  a small  way).  Don't  worry,  however, 
those  seniors  managed  to  enforce  subordination  of  under- 
classmen (alias  pipsqueaks)  to  the  nth  degree.  Anyway  we 
did  have  our  sergeants,  and  we  could  belong  to  the  more 
impressive  clubs  such  as  Book  Reviewers,  Round  Table,  Honor 
Society,  etc.  And  we  did,  too.  Helen  Connor  and  Evelyn 
Frye  got  the  jump  on  the  rest  of  us  by  being  accepted 
for  Stevens  Reviewers,  while  the  ranks  of  the  Round  Table 
admitted  Joe  Geary,  Dick  Coffey,  Jack  Brown,  and  Evelyn 
Frye  in  mid-season,  and  inducted  Jean  Phillips,  Reed  Won- 
son,  Helen  Connor,  and  Harold  Maddix  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Meanwhile  Dot  Jensen,  Roy  Spittle,  Dick  Coffey,  Char- 
lotte Merchant,  Evelyn  Frye,  and  Eddie  Dolloff  were  ad- 
mitted into  the  sacred  portals  of  N.  H.  S.  The  Reviewers 
activities  consisted  of  two  library  benefits  that  year,  while 
the  Honor  Society  is  to  be  remembered  both  for  the 
formal  meeting  with  the  Reverend  Edward  Jones  as  speaker, 
and  its  picnic  in  the  spring,  (highlighted  by  the  superb 
performance  of  home-run  Johnson)  as  well  as  its  work  on 
the  servicemen’s  Christmas  cards.  Commercial  juniors  began 
taking  foreign  languages  — we  mean  shorthand.  Football 
had  its  usual  spotlight  that  year,  with  Ron  Harmon,  Rut 
Del  Torchio,  and  Ned  Souza  playing  at  times,  and  with 
juniors,  Dot  Dagle,  Barb  LaBelle,  and  Ann  Morris  serving 
as  cheerleaders.  In  the  literary  department,  junior  editor- 
ship of  the  "Beacon"  went  to  Evelyn  Fjye,  while  "Flash 
columns  were  assigned  as  follows:  John  Brown,  Affairs  in 
the  R.O.T.C.";  Eddie  McLeod,  "Shoplights" ; Evelyn  Frye, 
"What's  Your  Opinion";  Joe  Geary,  "Sportlights  ; and 
Eleanor  Whitten,  "The  Alumni". 
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It  was  during  our  Junior  year  that  the  youth  center 

started,  and  many  a pairited  wall  and  sandpapered  bench 
has  Roy  Spittle,  Elmer  Child,  and  Co.  to  thank  for  its 
present  condition.  The  dee  Clubs  outdid  themselves  that 
year  with  a splendid  Cantata  at  Christmas  and  a concert 
of  Stephen  Foster  songs  and  modern  music  entitled  "Ameri- 
cana” in  the  spring.  Can  you  ever  forget  Anne  Gounaris 
and  Paddy  Ryan  in  blackface  and  the  splendid  solos 
by  Kandy  Kendall,  Rosalie  Doucette,  and  Dot  Dagle? 

Baseball  flourished  at  Stage  Fort  Park  with  such  "stars 

(ahem!)  as  Ronnie  Harmon,  Don  Rice,  Paddy  Ryan,  and 

Joe  Geary.  The  Junior  tea,  under  the  direction  of 
Charlotte  Merchant,  our  vice-president  of  the  girls'  club 
was  a colorful  affair  with  its  gay  multi-colored  Maypole. 
The  EMSPA  conference,  held  at  Northeastern  University, 
was  attended  by  Jack  Brown  and  Evelyn  Frye. 

The  R.O.T.C.  during  the  junior  year  is  the  year  when 
the  boys  enjoy  drilling  the  most.  At  any  rate,  that's  when 
they  qet  the  most  of  it.  To  begin  with,  the  Rifle  Team, 
with  Dick  Naves,  Joe  Geary,  and  Kenny  Strachan  repre- 
senting our  class  at  the  Hearst  match,  won  the  first 
three  places.  The  individual  drill  brought  glory  to  our 
ciasi,  with  Cadet  Elmer  Child  winning  first  prize.  As  for 
the  prize  squad  competition,  who  could  forget  that  heavenly 
band  squad  and  how  happy  the  whole  band  was  when 
it  was  announced  that  they  had  come  in  first!  Junior 
members  of  that  were  Coporals  Kenny  Strachan,  Kenny 
Reed,  and  Ernie  Tarr.  Second  prize  went  to  company  C 
with  Sgt.  Rosy  Piraino  commanding,  and  third  prize  to 
Sgt.  John  E.  Brown  of  company  A.  Highlights  of  the 
Field  Day  exercises  were  (for  us)  Merril  Nearis's  winning 
the  Haskell  Drill,  and  Harold  Maddix  receiving  the  award 
as  best  corporal.  (Corporal!  Couldn't  they  tell  he  was 
a Colonel?)  The  Sergeant's  party  was  where  the  juniors 
really  shone,  and  their  grand  march  went  off  with 
much  ceremony  and  success.  As  the  year  came  to  a close, 
we  realized  more  and  more  that  we  were  growing  into 
seniors  as  we  chose  our  class  rings  (with  that  coral  honor 
stripe)  and  elected  our  class  officers:  Harold  Maddix, 
Preident;  LeRoy  Spittle,  vice-president;  Edward  McLeod, 
treasurer;  and  Dorothy  Jensen,  secretary.

Ned  s efforts  were  rewarded 
when  he  was  made  captain  of  the  team  for  the  next  year. 

Presentation  day  was  the  long-awaited  day  when  the  pro- 
motions were  finally  made.  CpI.  Harold  Maddix  was  given 
the  coveted  rank  of  Colonel,  while  Sgt.  Richard  Coffey 
was  commissioned  Lt.-Col.  Raised  to  the  rank  of  second 
lieutenant  were  the  following  from  our  ranks:  John  E. 
Brown,  Ralph  Wilson,  Rosario  Piraino,  Joe  Geary,  Dick 
Naves,  Eddie  McLeod,  Dick  Lumbard  Clarence  Lane,  Kenny 
Reed,  Kenny  Strachan,  Eddie  Do  1 1 off , Charlie  Young,  Warren 
Frost,  Bill  Buckley,  Bob  Keating,  Vince  Pizzimenti,  Merril 

Nearis,  Roy  Spittle,  and  Bobby  Williams. 

At  last!  Sometimes  it  looked  as  though  we'd  never 
make  it,  but  now  that  it's  here  we  wonder  where  the 

time  has  gone!  (Isn't  that  just  the  way  all  the  other 

seniors  said  it  would  be?)  Anyhow,  at  last  we  were  run- 
ning things.  They  were  our  officers,  our  editors,  and  our 
club  presidents.  Speaking  of  club  presidents,  didn't  Char- 
lotte Merchant  make  a wonderful  one  for  the  girls'  club? 
Seeing  her  lead  those  assemblies  made  us  all  glad  we'd 
voted  for  her.  The  first  main  event  in  our  "reign"  (aside 

from  the  football  season  when1,  Capt.  Rut  Del  Torchio, 

Ned  Souza,  Ronnie  Harmon,  and  others,  took  the  spot- 
light on  the  field  and  drum  major  Kenneth,  alias  Ganat, 
Strachan  skillfully  led  the  band)  was  the  Mother-Daughter 
Banquet.  Very  capably  managed  by  Jean  Phillips  and  very 
charmingly  "toast-mistressed"  by  Carmen  Cudios,  it  was 
quite  an  enjoyable  affair. 

A highlight  of  the  fall  season  was  the  Navy  Day  Assembly, 
presented  by  members  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  after 


which  the  two  new  service  flags  were  raised  by  servicemen 
alumni.  Another  Honor  Society  innovation  was  the  highly 
successful  "tag  day"  on  which  they  collected  well  over  a 
hundred  dollars  for  their  servicemen's  Christmas  Card  fund.

Paddy  Ryan  and  Eleanor  Whitten?  The  Glee  Clubs  later 
presented  the  colorful  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  operetta,  the 
"Gondoliers",  which  featured  such  well  known  dukes,  duch- 
esses, etc.  as  Jack  Brown,  Paddy  Ryan,  Marcia  Davis,  Kandy 
Kendall,  Rosalie  Doucette,  Merrill  Nearis  Ruthie  Budrow, 
and  Dorothy  Daqfe.  The  Round  Table,  with  the  colonel 
presiding,  was  the  scene  of  many  lively  (but  pointless) 
debates.  When  the  second  party  rolled  around,  the  girls 
Victory  Corps,  with  the  newly  appointed  Hat  Lovett,  Lieu- 
tenant, and  Pat  Adams  and  Theo  Cox,  Sergeants,  went 
through  their  paces  Not  to  be  overshadowed,  the  worthy 
officers  of  the  regiment  (or  the  officers  of  the  worthy 
regiment)  presented  an  exhibition  drill  and  rifle  inspection, 
with  Bill  Buckley  at  the  helm.  The  Dramatics  Club  got 
back  into  action  during  our  senior  year,  with  Eleanor 
Whitten,  president  of  the  club,  directing  the  production 
of  "The  Woman  in  the  Freight  Car",  an  all-girl  production. 

It  was  during  our  senior  year  that  a rather  sinister 
bunch  of  musicians  began  secretly  plotting,  and  came 
up  with  a first  rate  swing  band,  (and  one  Michal 
Nicolosi.)  This  talented  group,  somewhat  associated  (al- 
though they  won't  admit  it)  with  a certain  Irishman,  played 
at  many  social  functions  and  "benefits"  and  finally  blessed 
the  entire  school  with  an  assembly  program.  Between 
Paddy  and  Mike  with  their  humor  and  such  successful 
performers  as  Ernie  Tarr  and  Dick  Morrow,  with  their 
music,  the  "Musical  Serenaders"  put  on  a never-to-be 
forgotten  show.  Remember  the  freshmen  tests  (that  the 
seniors  horned  in  on)  which  were  given  in  the  auditorium 
and  took  a whole  day  for  completion?  Who  could  forget, 
with  Dr.  Stephens  and  those  jokes  that  made  us  think 
of  John  Brown's? 

We  can't  overlook  the  band  whose  patriotic  efforts  at 
sendoffs  and  flag  raisings  brought  them  a "gala  time 
in  the  hub."  Tony’s  experts  (both  in  drilling  and  music) 
certainly  looked  good  marching  down  the  field  or  along 
the  street  led  by  Drum-Major  Strachan,  with  Lieutenants 
Reed  and  Pizzimenti,  (and,  oh  yes,  wasn't  there  a captain 
or  something  named  Dolloff?)  Anyway,  the  council  appre- 
ciated them  (along  with  several  senior  girls)  and  treated 
them  to  a trip  to  dinner  and  the  Ice  Follies  in  town. 

The  class  of  1945  couldn't  live  through  four  years  of 

war  and  not  show  some  signs  of  its  effects.  Thinning  ranks 
in  the  regiment  forced  the  elimination  of  company  "C"  and 
the  R.O.T.C.  became  a four  company  affair.  Something 
else  happened  on  that  same  day,  didn't  it?  Let  me  see — 
some  type  of  minor  promotions  or  something.  Oh,  yes, 

Bill  Buckley,  John  Brown,  and  Joe  Geary  became  majors, 
while  Warren  Frost,  Dick  Lumbard,  Clarence  Lane  were 
commissioned  captains.  Elmer  Child  and  Merrill  Nearis 
were  made  first  lieutenants,  and  non-coms  DelTorchio,  Dou- 
cette, and  Anderson  put  away  their  rifles  and  became 

second  lieutenants.  Of  course,  nothing  in  the  way  of  a 
class  history  would  be  complete  without  mention  (extremely 
honorary  mention)  of  those  boys  from  our  class  who  have 
left  for  the  armed  services.  Among  the  earliest  to  go 
this  year  are  Harold  Scroggins,  Mike  Nicolosi,  Ralph 
Wilson,  Robert  Johnson,  Ronnie  Harmon,  Arthur  Pimental, 
and  many  others.  We've  watched  them  go,  one  by  one 
until  the  male  percentage  of  the  senior  class  has  dwindled 
to  a small  fraction.  Each  of  us  hopes,  however,  that  they  II 
soon  come  home,  all  together,  with  the  news  that  the  war 
is  won.

The  plans  for  his  vast  project  of  drain- 
ing the  Mediterranean  dry  and  construct- 
ing the  largest  building  in  the  world 
there  have  been  completed.  Mr.  Brown 
has  received  an  O.K.  from  the  countries 
surrounding  the  sea  and  from  Great  Brit- 
ain, (how  did  that  Happen)  and  the 
actual  construction  begins  next  week 
Plans  and  diagrams  of  this  great  project 
prove  it  to  be  a very  distinguished  edifice 
made  of  red  brick  and  resembling  an 
outsize  factory  or  prison.  A long  white 
tower  rises  from  its  center  and  several 
long  one  story  wings  extend  from  the 
main  part  of  the  building.  Mr.  Brown 
claims  that  his  work  is  to  represent  a 
huge  creature  of  the  sea  sprawled  in 
death  on  the  dry  floor  of  the  Meditera- 
nean.  Further  investigation  into  Mr. 
Brown’s  weird  imaginative  work  reveals 
that  his  work  is  to  be  named  the  “Blush- 
ing Octupus.”  Brown,  now  recognized  as 
a great  constructive  genius,  received  his 
first  credit  by  rebuilding  the  city  of  New 
York  after  it  had  been  burned  to  the 
ground  by  a unidentified  fanatic  named 
Roy  Spittle.  He  now  deserves  first  place 
in  the  field  of  architecture  and  runs  a 
close  second  to  a man  named  Ryan  in 
the  field  of  lunacy.
